JOHN  L.  HARRINGTON 

Chief  Executive  Officer 

John  L.  Harrington  is  the  chief  executive  officer 
of  the  Boston  Red  Sox.  Mr.  Harrington  joined  the 
Red  Sox  in  1973  after  serving  as  controller  of  the 
American  League  of  Professional  Baseball  from 
1970-73.  He  is  also  currently  the  executive  director 
and  trustee  of  the  Yawkey  Foundations,  which  sup¬ 
port  numerous  humanitarian,  cultural,  educational 
and  athletic  endeavors. 

Prior  to  entering  baseball  in  1970,  Mr.  Harrington 
was  an  assistant  professor  at  the  Graduate  School  of 
Management  at  Boston  College,  his  alma  mater,  where  he  conducted 
courses  in  Managerial  Accounting  and  Management  Information  Systems. 
He  earned  his  Bachelors  degree  from  BC  in  1957  and  his  Masters  degree  in 
Business  Administration  in  1966,  while  also  being  licensed  as  a  certified 
public  accountant  in  1966. 

A  commissioned  naval  officer  from  1958-60,  Mr.  Harrington  was  aboard 
the  USS  Charles  R.  Ware,  a  Navy  Destroyer  that  travelled  extensively 
throughout  the  world. 

Mr.  Harrington  is  a  director  of  the  National  Baseball  Hall  of  Fame  in 
Coopers  town,  N.  Y.,  the  Shawmut  Bank  of  Boston  and  the  New  England 
Sports  Network.  He  is  also  affiliated  with  various  charities,  serving  as 
trustee  of  the  Dana-Farber  Cancer  Institute  and  the  Catholic  Charitable 
Bureau  of  Greater  Boston.  John  was  the  recipient  of  the  William  McKenny 
Award  from  BC  and  has  received  a  papal  appointment  as  a  Knight  of  M  alta. 

He  is  currently  serving  as  the  chairman  of  several  baseball  committees, 
including  the  Expansion  Committee,  the  Operations  Committee,  the  Sched¬ 
ule  Committee  and  the  Labor  Negotiating  Committee.  In  addition  he  serves 
as  a  member  of  the  board  of  The  Baseball  Network  and  the  Pension 
Committee . 

John  and  his  wife,  Maureen,  reside  in  Westwood,  MA  and  have  three 
children:  Brian,  Sean  and  a  married  daughter,  Debra  McNulty. 


JAMES  (LOU)  GORMAN 

Executive  Vice  President  of  Baseball  Operations 

James  (Lou)  Gorman  was  promoted  to  executive 
vice  president  of  baseball  operations  November  9, 
1993.  Lou  came  to  the  Red  Sox  from  the  N.Y.  Mets 
February  1, 1984  when  he  was  named  vice  president 
and  director  of  baseball  operations.  On  June  5, 1984 
he  was  elevated  to  vice  president  and  general  man¬ 
ager,  and  became  senior  vice  president  and  general 
manager  October  16, 1987. 

Lou  received  the  BoSox  Club's  Brad  Jemegan 
Award  in  January  of  1994  in  recognition  of  special 
contributions  to  baseball  and  the  BoSox  Club.  He 
also  was  honored  with  a  special  achievement  award  by  the  Boston  Baseball 
Writers  Association.  Lou  was  elected  into  the  Rhode  Island  Heritage  Hall 
of  Fame  and  the  Boys  and  Girls  Club  of  America  Hall  of  Fame  in  1993.  He 
was  named  to  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  New  England  Sports  Museum 
in  1987  and  was  also  awarded  the  Shriners  Humanitarian  Medal  for 
community  service  by  the  Boston  Chapter. 

In  1 986  Mr.  Gorman’s  trades  and  roster  building  resulted  in  the  club's  first 
A.L.  pennant  since  1975.  He  was  honored  as  Executive  of  the  Year  by  the 
Boston  Baseball  Writers  in  1986  and  1988.  The  Red  Sox  were  Eastern 
Division  champs  in  1988  and  1990. 

Mr.  Gorman  grew  up  in  Providence,  RL  and  graduated  from  LaSalle 
Academy  in  Providence  and  Stonehill  College  in  No.  Easton,  MA.  Lou 
earned  a  Master’s  Degree  in  Education  at  Bridgewater  State.  In  1978  he 
was  honored  by  Stonehill  as  the  “Outstanding  Alumnus  of  the  Year,”  in 
1 989  he  was  among  the  first  group  inducted  into  the  College's  Athletic  Hall 
of  Fame,  and  he  is  on  the  school's  board  of  directors. 

Lou  began  his  major  league  career  as  the  assistant  farm  and  scouting 
director  for  Baltimore  after  being  general  manager  at  Lakeland  in  the 
Florida  State  League  and  Kinston,  NC  in  the  Carolina  League.  He  was 
promoted  to  the  position  of  director  of  minor  league  clubs  for  Baltimore  in 
1966. 

Mr.  Gorman  joined  the  expansion  Kansas  City  Royals  in  1968  as  director 
of  player  development  In  1970  he  was  named  director  of  both  player 
development  and  player  procurement,  and  in  1973  he  was  made  a  vice 
president  with  the  added  responsibility  of  directing  the  Royals’  unique 
Baseball  Academy. 


In  1975  Mr.  Gorman  was  named  the  Royals  vice  president  and  assistant 
general  manager.  The  next  year  he  joined  the  expansion  Seattle  Mariners 
as  vice  president  in  charge  of  baseball  operations.  In  1978  he  became  the 
Mariners’  general  manager,  then  joined  the  New  York  Mets  as  vice 
president  in  charge  of  baseball  operations  in  November  of  1980. 

Lou  serves  on  the  Major  League  Amateur  Study  Committee  and  the  Major 
League  College  and  High  School  Committee.  He  is  also  on  the  board  of 
visitors  of  Massachusetts  Maritime  Academy  and  Bunker  Hill  Community 
College.  He  is  on  the  board  of  directors  of  the  Sports  Museum  and  the  U.S. 
Naval  Shipbuilding  Museum  in  Quincy,  MA 

Mr.  Gorman  retired  as  Captain  in  the  Naval  Reserve  after  having  served 
34  years  as  an  active  Reservist  with  eight  years  active  duty.  He  also  spent 
26  months  on  the  aircraft  carrier  U.S.S.  Hornet  and  21  months  on  board  the 
cruiser  U.S.S.  Salem. 

He  and  his  wife  of  30  years,  Mary  Lou,  reside  in  Weston,  MA. 


DANIEL  F.  DUQUETTE 

Executive  Vice  President  and  General  Manager 

Dan  Duquette  was  named  executive  vice  presi¬ 
dent  and  general  manager  of  the  Boston  Red  Sox  on 
January  27, 1994. 

Mr.  Duquette,  36,  was  vice  president  and  general 
manager  of  the  Montreal  Expos  since  September 
19, 1991 .  At  that  time,  he  was  the  youngest  G.M.  in 
the  major  leagues.  He  had  joined  the  Expos  on 
October  8, 1987  as  director  of  player  development, 
and  was  named  assistant  general  manager  on  Janu¬ 
ary  25,  1990.  During  his  six  years  with  Montreal, 
Dan  was  instrumental  in  assembling  the  contending  Expos  of  1992-94  with 
players  such  as  Ken  Hill,  Rondell  White,  Larry  Walker,  John  Wetteland  and 
Marquis  Grissom.  From  1992-94  the  Expos  had  one  of  the  lowest  payrolls 
and  a  record  which  was  the  best  in  baseball  over  a  three-year  span. 

Dan  is  a  native  of  the  western  Massachusetts  town  of  Dalton,  where  he 
was  a  catcher  and  teammate  of  former  Red  Sox  pitcher  Jeff  Reardon  at 
Wahconah  Regional  High  School.  He  played  varsity  baseball  and  football 
at  Amherst  College  and  earned  a  bachelor's  degree  in  English  Literature  in 
1980.  He  began  his  professional  baseball  career  in  July,  1980  with  the 
Milwaukee  Brewers  as  an  administrative  assistant  in  scouting  and  player 
development.  Dan  was  in  the  Brewers  minor  league  and  scouting  depart¬ 
ments  for  five  years  and  was  then  named  scouting  director  in  1986-87. 

In  1992  Mr.  Duquette  was  named  The  Sporting  News  Major  League 
Executive  of  the  Year  in  avote  conducted  among  26  major  league  teams.  He 
was  also  named  the  UPI  National  League  Executive  of  the  Year.  Previously, 
Dan  was  a  member  of  Baseball  America's  Organization  of  the  Year  five 
times,  first  with  Milwaukee  (1985-86-87)  and  then  with  Montreal  (1988- 
90).  The  Expos  were  honored  as  the  1993  Topps  Major  League  Organiza¬ 
tion  of  the  Year. 

Dan  is  an  avid  alpine  and  cross-country  skier.  He  returned  home  to  his 
native  New  England  with  his  wife,  Sharon  (Brophy),  who  graduated  from 
the  University  of  New  Hampshire,  their  daughter,  Denise,  and  their  two 
sons,  Dan,  Jr.  and  Dana.

John  S.  Buckley  was  named  Red  Sox  executive 
vice  president  for  administration  in  January  of  1 994. 
John  was  a  partner  with  the  professional  service 
firm  of  Ernst  &  Young,  where  he  served  as  an 
advisor  to  priv  ately-owned  and  entrepreneurial  busi¬ 
nesses.  He  had  extensive  involvement  in  consulting 
with  professional  sports  franchises  and  served  as 
the  firm's  national  sports  franchise  tax  partner. 

Mr.  Buckley  had  been  an  advisor  to  the  Red  Sox 
since  1974.  His  previous  involvement  with  the  Red 
Sox  also  included  advising  ownership  in  the  financing  of  the  Fenway  Park 
renovation  and  the  evaluation  of  their  new  spring  training  facility  in  Fort 
Myers,  Florida.

Mike  Port  was  named  a  Red  Sox  assistant  general 
manager  in  February  1993.  He  came  to  the  East 
Coast  after  spending  much  of  his  early  life  and 
career  in  California. 

Mr.  Port  was  bom  and  raised  in  California  where 
he  attended  Fallbrook  High  School.  He  later  at¬ 
tended  the  University  of  Santa  Clara  and  graduated 
from  C  alifomia  Western  University  (currently  named 
United  States  International  University)  as  a  Busi¬ 
ness  Administration  major. 

Mike  began  his  career  in  baseball  as  a  second  baseman  in  the  San  Diego 
Padres  organization  in  1969.  Soon  after,  he  became  the  general  manager  for 
the  Padres'  minor  league  affiliate  at  Key  West  (FL).  Later,  he  became  the 
general  manager  at  Lodi  (California  League)  from  1970-71.  In  1972,  he 
joined  the  Padres  front  office  as  promotions  director.  A  year  later,  Mike 
became  the  Padres  minor  league  director,  and  in  1977,  his  title  expanded  to 
minor  league  director  and  assistant  to  the  president 

In  1978,  Mike  left  the  Padres  to  join  the  California  Angels  as  their  minor 
league  director.  In  November  of  that  year,  the  Angels  promoted  M  ike  to  the 
position  of  director  of  player  personnel  and  development  in  charge  of 
organizing  their  five  minor  league  clubs,  overseeing  the  scouting  depart¬ 
ment  and  negotiating  player  contracts  on  the  major  and  minor  league  levels. 
In  January  1980,  Mike  was  named  Angels  vice  president  and  chief  admin¬ 
istrative  officer,  and  on  September  1,  1984,  he  succeeded  EJ.  "Buzzie" 
Bavasi  as  the  Angels  executive  vice  president/general  manager.  During  his 
tenure,  the  Angels  won  the  western  division  in  1986  (they  lost  the  A.L.

Mike  headed  the  organization 
of  the  league's  inception  and  is  credited  with  much  of  its  success,  as  each 
year  it  helps  to  facilitate  the  development  of  young  talent  from  major  league 
clubs.

OVERALL  RECORD  AS  A  PROFESSIONAL  PLAYER

On  October  18, 1994  Kevin  Kennedy  agreed  to  a 
two-year  contract  with  the  Red  Sox  and  became 
Boston’s  40th  manager. 

Kennedy  spent  the  1993  and  1994  seasons  as  the 
skipper  of  the  Texas  Rangers.  In  his  two  years  with 
Texas,  he  compiled  a  138-138  (.500)  record.  Dur¬ 
ing  last  year's  strike- shortened  season,  Kevin's  Rang¬ 
ers  struggled  with  poorpitching  and  weak  defensive 
play  in  the  field,  but  still  managed  to  lead  the  A.L. 
West  with  a  sub.- .500  record  of  52-62  (.456).  Of¬ 
fensively,  the  "94  Rangers  ranked  4th  in  the  A.L.  with  a  .280  (1114-3983) 
average,  while  the  pitching  staff  ranked  second  to  last  with  a  5.45  ERA. 
Among  A.L.  teams,  Texas  ranked  last  in  fielding  with  a  .976  percentage. 
Despite  Texas'  shortcomings,  Kennedy  still  kept  his  squad  at  the  top  of  the 
A.L.  West  In  1993  Kevin  guided  Texas  to  an  86-76  record,  the  4th  most 
victories  in  Ranger  history  and  the  most  wins  ever  for  a  Texas  manager  in 
his  first  season.  Among  first  year  major  league  managers,  only  San 
Francisco'sDusty Baker  (103)hadmore  victories  in  1993.  Hefinished4th 
in  the  A.L.  Manager  of  the  Year  voting  by  the  BBWAA  and  was  named 
DFW  Area  Manager/Coach  of  the  Year  by  the  Dallas  All  Sports  Associa¬ 
tion. 

Before  joining  Texas,  Kennedy  worked  in  the  Montreal  Expos  organiza¬ 
tion  under  then  Vice  President  and  General  Manager  Dan  Duquette.  On 
October  31, 1991,  he  was  appointed  to  the  position  of  Director  of  Minor 
League  Field  Operations  for  the  Expos  and  served  in  that  role  until  May  22, 
1 992  when  he  was  named  Montreal's  major  league  dugout  coach  under  new 
manager  Felipe  Alou. 

Kennedy  served  as  a  manager  in  the  Los  Angeles  Dodgers  minor  league 
system  from  1984-91  and  compiled  a  533-373  record,  a  .588  winning 
percentage,  in  eight  seasons.  During  that  time,  Kevin  won  one  overall 
league  championship,  finished  in  first  place  five  times  in  the  first  or  second 
half  of  the  season,  and  compiled  no  worse  than  his  league's  second  best 
overall  record  in  any  season.  In  1989-91  he  managed  Albuquerque  (AAA) 
in  the  Pacific  Coast  League  and  had  the  league's  best  overall  record  in  all 
three  years:  80-62  in  1989,91-51  in  1990,  and  80-58  in  1991.  After  winning 
the  league  championship  in  1990,  Kevin  was  named  both  "Baseball 
America"  and  the  Pacific  Coast  League's  Manager  of  the  Year.  As  San 
Antonio's  skipper  in  1988  (AA),  his  squad  produced  the  Texas  League’s 
second  best  overall  record  (73-60).  His  Bakersfield  (A)  club  was  78-65  and 
second  in  both  halves  during  the  1987  California  League  season.  Kevin 
spent  his  first  three  years  as  a  manager  leading  Great  Falls  (Rookie)  in  the 
Pioneer  League  from  1984-86.  Dining  that  span,  he  established  league 
records  for  team  wins  with  54  and  a  winning  percentage  at  .77 1 .  He  was  also 
named  the  Pioneer  League  Manager  of  the  Year  in  1985.  In  1983  he  began 
his  professional  coaching/managing  career  as  a  catching  instructor  at  Lodi 
in  the  California  League. 

During  four  off-seasons,  Kevin  also  managed  in  winter  ball;  three  seasons 
(1985-86,  1986-87, 1987-88)  at  Santurce  in  Puerto  Rico  and  one  season 
(1988-89)  at  Licey  in  the  Dominican  Republic. 

During  his  tenure  with  the  Dodgers,  Kennedy  managed  the  following 
current  major  league  players:  Dave  Hansen,  Carlos  Hernandez,  Mike  Huff, 
Eric  Karros,  Wayne  Kirby,  Pedro  Martinez,  RamonMartinez,  Mike  Munoz, 
Jose  Offerman,  Mike  Sharperson  and  John  Wetteland. 

As  a  player,  Kennedy  caught  for  eight  seasons  in  the  Baltimore,  St.  Louis, 
and  Los  Angeles  organizations  from  1976-83.  Kevin  is  one  of  the  few 
current  major  league  managers  who  never  played  in  the  majors.  In  1982 
he  was  the  backup  catcher  at  Albuquerque  and  in  1981-82  he  played  in  13 
games  in  the  St.  Louis  system.  In  the  spiring  of  1978  Kennedy  was  a  non- 
roster  invitee  for  B  altimore's  spiring  camp,  and  in  the  spiring  of  1 979,  he  was 
on  the  Orioles’  40-man  roster.  His  best  season  as  a  player  was  1978  at 
Rochester.  He  set  career  highs  in  most  offensive  categories,  threw  out  44% 
of  would-be  base  stealers  and  was  selected  as  an  International  league  All- 
Star.  Kennedy  began  his  piro  career  at  Bluefield  in  1976  and  had  made  it  to 
Rochester  (AAA)  in  only  a  season  and  a  half. 

Kennedy  attended  San  Diego  State  University  and  played  varsity  baseball 
for  three  seasons.  In  1976  he  was  second  in  the  Pacific  Coast  Athletic 
Association  in  batting  with  a  .409  average  and  led  the  conference  hitting 
.416  in  1975.  He  was  selected  second  team  all-PC  AA  both  seasons.  Kevin 
graduated  from  Taft  High  School  in  Woodland  Hills,  CA  in  1972.  At  Taft 
he  played  baseball  and  basketball,  and  he  was  a  two-time  baseball  team 
MVP  and  second  team  all-Los  Angeles  City  in  1972. 

Kevin  earned  a  B.S.  in  business  administration  from  California  State 
University  at  Northridge.

Tim  Johnson  joined  the  Red  Sox  from  the  Montreal 
Expos  where  he  served  as  the  major  league  bench 
coach  under  Manager  Felipie  Alou  during  the  1993 
and  1994  seasons.  He  will  be  the  bench  coach  for 
Manager  Kevin  Kennedy  in  1995.  In  1991-92  he 
was  the  Expios  M.L.  advance  scout,  responsible  for 
submitting  scouting  reports  to  the  coaching  staff 
prior  to  a  series.  He  joined  the  Montreal  organiza¬ 
tion  in  1990  as  manager  at  Indianapxilis  (AAA).

The  eight-time  all-star  is  among  the  top  five 
career  Red  Sox  hitters  in  nine  offensive  categories 
and  compiled  a  .298  avg.  in  2,089  games  for  the  Red 
Sox  from  1974-89.  Rice  slammed  382  HR  among 
his  2,452  hits,  along  with  373  doubles  and  79  triples. 

Jim  hit  20  or  more  HR  11  times  and  drove  in  100 
runs  eight  times.  He  is  the  only  player  to  ever  have 
three  straight  35-HR,  200-hit  years  (1977-79).

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Rice  was  the  club's  1st  draft  pick  in  the  1971  June  draft  after  he  won  10 
letters  in  baseball,  football,  basketball  and  track  for  Westside  and  Hanna 
H.S.'s  in  Anderson.  In  1974  he  won  the  International  L.  triple  crown  (.337, 
25,  93)  at  Pawtucket  and  joined  the  Sox  to  stay  that  mid- August.  He  was 
also  named  Minor  L.  Player  of  the  Year  and  InL  L.  MVP  and  Rookie  of  the 
Year.  Rice  helped  Boston  win  the  1975  A.L.  pennant  with  a  309, 22-HR, 
102-RBI  rookie  season.  In  1978  he  was  the  A.L.  MVP  as  he  led  the  majors 
with  46  HR,  139  RBI,  15  triples,  406  TB,  213  H  and  a  .600  slugg.  pcL  He 
is  the  only  A.L.  player  to  attain  400  TB  since  1937  and  the  only  player  to 
lead  either  league  outright  in  HR,  triples  and  RBI  the  same  season.  Rice  led 
the  A.L.  in  TB  3  straight  years  (1977-79)  to  tie  Ted  Williams  andTy  Cobb 
for  the  league  record.  He  had  four  200-hit  seasons,  and  in  1986  was  3rd  in 
the  MVP  voting  after  an  excellent  324  avg.  with  200  H,  20  HR  and  110  RBI 
in  157  games  as  the  Red  Sox  again  won  the  A.L.  pennant.

He  served  as  a  major  league  pitching  coach  from  1974  to  1988  with 
Atlanta  (1974-76),  San  Francisco,  twice  (1977-78  &  1983-84),  Philadel¬ 
phia  (1979-81),  Milwaukee  (1985-86),  Chicago  Cubs  (1987)  and  Balti¬ 
more  (1988).  He  was  also  the  Brewers'  Coordinator  of  Player  Development 

in  1982.  .  . 

Starr ette  played  his  entire  professional  career  in  the  Baltimore  Orioles 
organization.  He  was  a  starter  early  in  his  career  and  completed  nearly  one- 
half  of  his  starts  from  1958-62.  He  signed  as  a  free  agent  on  May  31, 1958 
and  played  his  first  two  seasons  with  Aberdeen  (Class  "C").  In  his  first 
season  (*58)  he  went  die  distance  in  a  17-inning  game  that  ended  in  a  1-1 
tie  against  Gaylord  Perry,  who  also  went  the  distance.  In  1959  at  Aberdeen, 
he  won  1 7  games  and  pitched  complete  games  in  1 6  of  them.  Heim  became 
exclusively  arelief  pitcher  in  1962  with  Elmira  (A)  and  during  thatyear  he 
won  14  games,  saved  19  (unofficially,  saves  were  not  part  of  the  official 
record  until  ’69),  and  set  an  Eastern  League  record  with  61  appearances 
while  compiling  a  2.65  ERA.  He  made  his  major  league  debut  with  the 
Orioles  during  the  1963  season.  Herm  split  die  1964  season  between 
Baltimore  and  Rochester  (AAA).  During  die  '64  season  at  Rochester,  he 
had  a  1.96  ERA  in  30  apps.  and  pitched  11.2  scoreless  innings  over  four 
playoff  apps.  to  lead  the  Red  Wings  to  the  International  League  champion¬ 
ship.  He  pitched  at  the  major  league  level  in  parts  of  the  1963-65  seasons. 
The  1966  season  with  Rochester  was  Starrette’s  last  year  as  a  player. 

Herm  graduated  from  Cool  Spring  High  School  in  Cleveland,  NC  in  1956 
and  pitched  in  all  of  his  school’s  games  in  four  years  there.  He  was  offered 
a  basketball  scholarship  to  Wake  Forest,  but  he  attended  Lenoir  Rhyne 
College  in  Hickory,  NC.  Herm's  late  brother,  George,  pitched  14  years  in 
professional  baseball.

Frank  is  the  Red  Sox  first  base  coach  for  the  second 
straight  year.  He  was  manager  of  the  Gulf  Coast 
Rookie  League  Red  Sox  in  1992,  but  was  forced  to 
leave  the  club  towards  the  end  of  die  season  to  return 
home  due  to  illness  in  his  family.  He  was  named 
Gulf  Coast  manager  in  November  of  "91  when  Felix 
Maldonado  was  promoted  to  manager  of  Winter 
Haven  in  the  Florida  State  League.  His  '92  Gulf 
Coast  Red  Sox  finished  18-41  (.305).  In  January 
1995  White  participated  in  a  series  of  European

Over  the  last  50  years  Pesky  has  been  associated 
with  the  Red  Sox  in  almost  every  phase  of  the  game, 
as  a  player,  coach,  manager,  radio -TV  announcer 
and  advertising  salesman.  In  1995  the  Red  Sox  are 
again  utilizing  Johnny's  teaching  skills  and  knowl¬ 
edge  of  infield  play  by  having  him  work  with  young 
players  throughout  the  system. 

The  former  All-Star  shortstop  and  capable  third 
baseman  tutors  infielders  on  aspects  such  as  me¬ 
chanics  and  defensive  positioning .  Previously,  Pesky 
was  a  special  assistant  to  general  manager  Lou  Gorman  from  1984-92  after 
10  years  as  a  Red  Sox  coach.  On  June  27, 1990,  Johnny  was  named  interim 
manager  of  Pawtucket  He  inherited  a  30-43  record,  as  the  PawSox  finished 
62-84  under  his  leadership. 

Pesky  was  an  outstanding  batter  and  infielder  who  hit  307  in  a  10-year 
career  with  the  Red  Sox,  Detroit  and  Washington.  He  holds  the  Red  Sox 
record  for  most  hits  by  a  rookie  (205)  and  was  the  first  to  have  three  200- 
hit  years  (Wade  Boggs  did  it  seven  years  and  Jim  Rice  four).  He  is  tied  for 
the  MX.  record  of  leading  a  league  in  hits  three  straight  years  and  having 
scored  6  runs  in  one  game  (May  8, 1946).  In  1985  Boggs  broke  his  record 
of  172  singles  in  one  season.  Pesky  coached  for  Ralph  Houk  in  Denver 
(NYY,  AAA)  in  1955  and  managed  in  the  Detroit  system  1956-60. 

In  the  mid-1960's  he  was  a  coach  for  the  Pirates  and  a  manager  in  their 
system  before  joining  the  Red  Sox  broadcast  crew  in  1969.  He  spent  six 
years  as  part  of  the  radio  and  television  team.  Johnny  also  managed  Seattle 
(AAA)  for  the  Red  Sox  in  1961-62  before  moving  up  to  the  M.L.  team  in 
1963-64  as  manager.  In  1982  the  Boston  Writers  honored  him  with  their 
“Good  Guy”  award.  On  November  1 ,  Johnny  will  be  one  of  six  former  Red 
Sox  stars  to  be  enshrined  in  the  newly  formed  Red  Sox  Hall  of  Fame.
